State College of Agriculture Gives Ex- 


plicit Directions for the Work. 
It is not difficult to dry corn, and 


many housewives think its flavor is 
superior to that of caned corn. The 
state college of ^sriculture suggests 
two methods for drying. 


Method 1.—Com that is just right 


to use on the table or for canning: 
should be selected for drying. This 
will be somewhere between the "milk" 
stage, in v.hich the jtuce spurts oar 
when the kernel is pressed open with 
the thumb nail, and the "dough" stage. 
in which the contents of the kernel 
may ~->e pressed out in a solid, soggy 
mass. 
Strip oft the husks and the 


silk, cut the kernels from the cob. 
working from the small end of the 
cob toward the butt. Do not cut the 
kernels too close, but press out ail 
the milk with the back of the knife. 


To five quarts of corn, measured 


after »t has been cut from the cob, 
use one-half cupful sugar and one- 
quarter cupful salt. 
Mrs the com 


the sugar, and the salt; place the mix- 
ture in a pan o\er z. vessel of boiling 
water, and stir it frequently until al 
the milk has been absorbed. Spread 
the com on plates, and dry it in 
siov.-. oven, stirring it frequently to 
prevent scorcning. It should b? pos- 
sible to complete -he process in half 
a day: however, since it is essential 
that as much moisture as possible be 
removed, a longer period may I-e nec- 
essary.
